The U. S. w eather bureau fore­ 
cast killing frosts in several sec­ 
tions of Iow'a, Minnesota and Wis­ 
consin—heart of the m ajor mid­ 
western corn-producing area 
but 
agricultural expert* said the crop 
was alm ost completely matured 
and out of danger. 
A light freeze in the midwestern 
prairies, such as the weatherm en 
expect tonight, actually will speed 
up the drying and m aturing of 
yellow* com kernels, a spokesman 
for the U. S. agricultural depart­ 
ment said. 
Tem peratures in northern Iow'a 
and southern Minnesota were ex­ 
pected to drop tonight to 32 to 35 
degrees. 
Practically the entire com crop, 
the base upon winch much of the 
country'* food supplies will be 
built, has reached a brown shade 
of m aturity. 
As a result, the harvest probably 
will reach 3,371,707,000 bushels, 
the

DIET AND HEALTH 
Similar Symptoms 
Hard To Diagnose 


Br HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M.D. 
IN GENERAL, the trade m ark 
of any disorder is to be found in 
its symptoms; th at is, by the vari­ 
ous ways in which it makes those 
it afflicts uncomfortable. A cer­ 
tain pain in one region speaks as 
plainly to the doctor as words 
could do of one disease, whereas 
another type of discomfort in a 
different 
region 
unmistakably 
identifies another. 
Sometimes, however, two quito 
different disorders will cause very 
sim ilar symptoms and then the 
m atter of diagnosis becomes an 
art. 
Take, for instance, the esopha­ 
gus or passageway which leads 
from the mouth to the stomach. 
A number of disorders may affect 
the lower part of this tube, pro­ 
ducing not only difficulty in sw al­ 
lowing. but pain in the chest as 
well. This pain may often be con­ 
fused with the pain of heart dis­ 
ease, and may be wrongly diag­ 
nosed as such. 
X-rsy Valuable 
Here, the X-ray is of greet 
value because, fortunately, if the 
esophagus is at fault, X-ray pic­ 
tures will revea’ it. 
One of the conditions affecting 
the esophagus is known as cardio­ 
spasm. This is a condition in 
which there is a contraction of the 
muscle a t the lower end of the 
esophagus just before it joins with 
the stomach. A epa*rn of this 
muscle produces difficulty in swal­ 
lowing, and attacks of vomiting. 
In the X-ray in such cases the 
esophagus is found to be stretched 
or dilated above the constriction. 
In one case described by Dr. Jos. 
W. McKay of Montreal, the car­ 
diospasm occurred together with a 
heart condition known as angina 
pectoris which is due to a spasm 
of the coronary arteries which 
supply the heart muscle with 


blood. It is possible th at the angina 
pectoris and cardiospasm may be 
due to the same cause. 
Treatment of the cardiospasm 
consists of stretching or dilating 
the lower end of the esophagus. 
Another condition affecting the 
esophagus is known as esophagitis 
or inflammation of the lining 
membrane of the esophagus. Dr. 
McKay believes that this is the 
most frequent disorder of the 
esophagus which occurs. X-ray 
examination also permits of an ac­ 
curate diagnosis in this condition. 
Lining Membrane Distorted 
It is found that the affected part 
of the esophagus is contracted, 
while its lining membrane is dis­ 
torted. The condition causes pain 
under the lower end of the breast­ 
bone. There does not seem to be 
any treatm ent which is of much 
value for this disorder. 
Another condition which affects 
the lower part of the esophagus is 
the development of enlarged veins 
or varices (var'is-es) in this area. 
These veins stick out into the 
passageway through the esopha­ 
gus and they often bleed, which 
causes the patient to vomit up 
bloody m aterial. 
Frequently, these veins can be 
shown in the X-ray, but in some 
cases they are not visible in the 
X-ray plate. Th*> can be seen by 
an examination with the esophago­ 
scope, which is a tube with a light 
on the end of it. 
Treatm ent of this condition also 
Is difficult, but often with rest in 
bed and the giving of preparations 
to speed ap the clotting of the 
blood, the symptoms clear up. 
W henever attacks of pain occur 
in the chest it would appear ad­ 
visable th a t a careful X-ray exam­ 
ination of the esophagus he made 
since disorders of this structure 
seem to be responsible for chest 
pain in many cases.

JESUS AND th# Law of Love 
is the title of today’s lesson, and 
we find in it how Jesus inter­ 
preted this law. No half way 
measures with Him. He w-ent the 
whole way. 
We have been studying the 
commandments ss written in the 
book of Exodus, and know from 
it that our first duty is to love 
God with our whole hearts. Man s 
struggle to attain the ideal which 
Jesus gives us i* typified in the 
119th Psalm of David, which is 
included in our lesson today. 
“Teach me. O Lord, the way of 
Thy atatutea; and I shall keep it 
unto the end. 
“Give me understanding, and I 
•hall keep Thy law: yea. I shall 
observe it with my whole heart. 
“Turn away mine eye* from be­ 
holding vanity; and quicken Thou 
me in Thy way. 
"Behold. I have longed after 
Thy precepts; quicken me in Thy 
righteousness.'’ 
These words are like the cry of 
a child who wants so much to do 
w hat la right, but who fears to 
stumble and do what he knows 
la wrong. 
Every Mon Will Know God 
Th# ideal association of God 
and man Is found in Jeremiah, 
who prophesies of th* time when, 
in a new covenant between God 
and 
His 
children, 
men 
“shall 
teach no more every man his 
neighbor, 
and 
every 
man 
his 
brother, saying, "Know the Lord: 
for they shall all know Me. from 
th# least of them unto the great­ 
est of them, saith th* Lx>rd.” 
If God is in every man’* heart 
—and every woman’s and child’s 
—ft will no longer be difficult to 
do His bidding, and He will then 
forgive their sins. 
Can anyone obey Jesus' rule of 
loving our enemies? The old He­ 
brew law asked for “an eye for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth.” In 
other words, a wrong should be 
avenged in the manner in which 
It was given. 
“Vs have heard that it hath 
been said.

We can 
ail see that this is so And Jesus 
goes on to show that if we simply 
love those who love and are kind 
to us, we do just as everyone else 
does. We cannot take any credit 
for It. But lf we try to see the 
good in our enemies, and are pa­ 
tient and loving toward them. 
even praying that blessings may 
come to them instead of thinking 
vindictive thoughts about them.
